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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1 -1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being unpatentable over Rai 
(6,222,463). 

Regarding applicant claims, Rai discloses a vehicle-mounted control unit 
capable of bi-directional communicating with a vehicle wirelessly wherein 
(abstract, "bi-directional network"): 

selects the vehicles to be updated based on the replies from the individual 
vehicles (vehicle records may be selectively retrieved from the electronic tag), 

and carries out an update on the vehicles to be updated via wireless 
communication (col. 1, lines 35-65, "updated records are then transmitted to the 
electronic tag for storage"). 

Rai is silent concerning when an updating event occurs, the information 
management base station unit inquires all the vehicles under its management 
about the presence or absence of vehicle-mounted control units to be updated. 
Although Rai is silent concerning this inquiry of vehicles with the vehicle-mounted 
control units, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to have the 
vehicle-mounted control unit in this system in order for the driver to receive and respond 
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to such inquiries. Rai does not include this step, but it would have been obvious to do 
since the control unit is the feature that allows for the communication to occur between 
the base-station and the individual vehicles. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Jones (6,904,359), Obata (6,866,244), Laird (6,618,668) Jones 
(6,763,299) are further examples of the art in which communications occur between 
vehicles and a base station.
